PREMIER A STRONG MAN. 


FOR THE MOMENT DUPUY AGAIN 
RULES THE NATION. 


French Parliament Will Meet Saturday 
to Elect Faure’s Successor and in 
Meantime Paris Is Haunted by 
Fears of a Revolution. 


FRENCH PARTIES. 


The President of France !{s elected for a 
term of seven years. His salary is 600,000 
francs ($125,000) and expense allowance of 
nearly as much. 

The Parliament consists of a Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies. The President of the 
Senate is M. Loubet. The President of the 
Chamber is M. Deschenel. 

The number of Senators is 300, and they 
are at present politically divided into about 
250 Republicans and 50 representatives of 
the various shades of the opposition. 

The Deputies number 585, and are divided 
into the following groups: Moderate’ Re- 
publicans, ministerialist, forming the Cen- 
ter, 285: Groupe Isambart, a fusion of the 
Center and Left. corresponding to moderate 
Radicals, 115; Radicals, forming the Left, 
or Opposition, 40; Radical-Socialists, 33; 
Rallies, Constitutional Right. monarchical 
converts to Republicanism, 45; Monarchists 
and Imperialists, 12.

He went straight to the room where Mr.

There he leisurely ransacked the wardrobe 
and dresser. The noise he made finally 
awakened Mrs. Hoblitzelle, who punched 
her spouse, and in a stage whisper, said: 

“George, George, there’s a burglar in the 
house.”’ 

George, only half awake, jumped out of 
‘bed and the burglar took to his- heels,

ing room. Then the household arose and 
took an inventory. 

They found the burglar had escaped with 
two gold watches, a diamond scarfpin, a 
gold chain and a $60 overcoat.

Bank Burglars Run Their 
Drill by Eleetricity. 


NEW IDEA IN SCIENCE OF THEFT. 


IT MAY BE EMPLOYED WHEBR- 
EVER RUNS THE TROLLEY.

Oberlin Robbers Were Unfortunate in 
Lack of Time, but They Proved 
the Value of Their Orig- 
inal Theory. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OBERLIN, O., Feb. 17.—Electricity as an 
aid to the cracking of safes was turned to 
account by the ingenious 4urglars who last 
night broke into the vault of the Oberlin 
Banking Co. If they had known as much 
about dynamite they would not have gone 
away penniless, for the electric fluid, 
far as it was employed, was thoroughiy 
successful in accomplishing the desired 
work, 

The scheme of the Oberlin robbers opens 
up new and splendid vistas to the craft. 
What was done here may be dore any» 
where that trolley and electric light wires 
are employed. 

A mammoth bank vault door was cut 
clear from its fastenings by the use of the 
electric power on a drill in a few minutes’ 
work that could not otherwise have been 
accomplished in a night’s labor if at al!. 
The robbers connected the trolley wire of 
the Cleveland, Berea, Elyria & Ohio elec- 
tric road, which runs right past the bank, 
to a drill machine to operate on the out- 
Side door. 

After forcing th‘s door the robbers in- 
serted a big charge of powder and blew 
the interior of the vault into a thousand 
pieces. The walls on all sides were badly 
shattered, plastering was torn off and tue 
vault doors were blown over 20 feet out of 
their settings. No money was secured, how- 
ever, as the robebrs failed to get into the 
big safe for lack of time. 

The papers and books inside the vauit 
were damaged beyond recognition. 

No.clew- whatever has been found to.the 
perpetrators, 

A score of detectives has been employed 
on the case. 

The cutting away of a huge vault fn a 
Cincinnati bank was recently begun, and 
,the Oberlin robbers profited by the example. 

It is, of course, a bit dangerous to tap a 
trolley wire, but bank burglars are men of 
ability as well as nerve. Each of the pro- 
fessionals has mastered more difficult prob- 
lems than the diversion of electric currents, 
and it is plausible to presume that before 
long the plan employed here will come into 
frequent if not general use of the Knights 
of the Dark Lantern. 


ALL SMELTERS 10 COMBINE 


Only the Guggenheimer Plants Remain 
Out and There Is an Under- 
standing About Them. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—The Wall Street 
Journal says: “Options have been secured 
on all the principal smelter companies of 
the country for the purpose of consolidat- 
ing, with the exception of those owned by 
Guggenheimer, located in Mexico, Perth 
Amboy, N. J., and Pueblo, Colo. Moore & 
Schley are understood to hold these options, 
and it is stated that as soon as the final 
details are completed the new company will 
be formally organized. Those which will 
go into the consolidation wil] be the Omaha 
and Grant Company, the Consolidated Kan- 
eas City Smelting and Refining Co., the Na- 
tional Smelting Co., the United Smelting 
Co,, the Pueblo Smelting Co. and the Ger- 
be Smelting Co. 

“The present capitalization of these com- 
panies is $26,000,000 and the annua) net pro- 
fits range from 12 to 15 per cent. The capi- 
talization of the new company will prob- 
ably be around $50,000,000, divided equally 
into preferred and common stock. 

“The new company will be authorized to 
mine, smelt and refine ore into silver, gold 
lead, an 4 and its other constituent quan- 
titles. ere is not likely to be any friction 
from the fact that so important a concern 
as the Guggenhelmers may be included in 
the consolidation by an understanding that 
the present arrangements respecting the 
interchange of business will not be seri- 
ously disturbed.”’

QUT OF THE SEAS TROUGH 


Forty-Two Persons Saved From Death 
by Drowning on a Sinking 
Steamer. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—The tank steamer 
Rotterdam from Rotterdam, which arrived 
to-day, reports that on Feb. 6, in latitude 
40.33, longitude 48.26, she sighted the British 
steamér Rossmore, from Liverpoo] for Bal- 
timore, in a sinking condition. The Rotter- 
dam took off. all on board the Rossmore, 
42 in all, including eight cattlemen. The 


Rotterdam stayed by the Rossmore for # 
hours. Capt. Duncanson of the Rossmore 
reported that nine members of his crew 
had been taken off by the steamer Trojan, 

The story of the wreck of the Rossmore 
was told by her officera to-day, 

The steamer Jeft Liverpool Jan. 23 for 
Baltimore with a small cargo of Sait and 
China clay. Jan. 30 a hurricane was met 
which lasted 24 hours, the wind blowing in 
fearful gusts of violence. The 3lst the steer- 
ing gear became disabled and the steamer 
feil off in the trough of the sea, rolling 
violently. The damage to the steering gear 
was once repaired, but the pny! broke 
a second and third time so badly that re- 
pairs could not be effected. 

These breaks occurred betweea Feb, 3 and 
4. when the gale, after subsiding fore time, 
had again assumed hurricane proportions. 
The vessel was so pounded by the terrific 
seas that Capt. Duncanson decided that he 
would abandon her on the first_opportunity. 
Feb. 6 the British steamer Trojan, from 
Newport News for Glasgow, hove in sight 
and. in answer to signals, took out the first 
and third officers, and seven cattlemen and 
firemen, nine in all, but the weather con- 
ditions prevailing at the time prevented a 
further rescue. 

The same day the Rotterdam bore down 
and although the gale was blowing fu- 
riously, succeeded in taking off 22 of the 
Rossmore crew. The Rotterdam stood b 
6) hours before the final rescue was ef- 
fected. 

Feb. 8 the remainder of the crew, 19 In 
number, were taken off the vessel and the 
Rossmore was abandoned. Capt. Duncan- 
son says that the Rossmore started a leak

Sewer Commissioner Colby 
Has Solved a Problem. 


HOW TO REPAIR THE SEWERS. 


WILL USE THE CONTINGENT 
FUND TO PAY FOR LABOR, 


—_—- 


His Midnight Vision Also Suggested 
That He Would Have to Raise 
Laborers to the Grade 

L of Inspectors. 


The solution of a problem of vital im- 
portance to the city, involving both prop- 
erty and life, came to a city official in a 


dream Thursday night. 

He will act in accordance with the dream 
at once and believes the result wiil justify 
that course by saving the city thousands 
of doliars. In addition, he expects it to 
preserve the public health. 

When Sewer Commissioner 
home Thursday night, his mind was ruil 
of the difficulty he has had recently tn’ 
eecuring an appropriation for repairing the 
sewers of the city. The situation was and 
is not only perpiexing, but aiarming. Mains 
in all parts of the city are stopped up and 
there is no money at hand to open them, 
Repeated unsuccessful emorts have been 
made to obtain an appropriation for the 
purpose. The general appropriation bill 
now being held up in the Council .cails for 
$10,000 for the Sewer Department. Unt.l 
this» money is availiable there can be no 
adequate means of remedying the existing 
conditione. 

These thoughts ran through the commis- 
sioner’s mind as he took his after-supper 
smoke. When he retired he was more puz- 
zlied than ever. Woilte his body rested, his 
brain worked, and the solut.on came to 
him during the’ night. It was this: 

The commissioner bas a contingent fund 
which at present amounts to $44. Why 
not use this in making at least a portion of 
the necessary repairs? In his working 
houre this thought had come to him, out 
he had set it aside because the fund was 
intended to pay inspectors and not labor- 
ers. 

The dream voice said: “Why not make 
inspectors of the laborers?” Mr. Colby 
awoke with a start. 

Friday morning he announced the solu- 
tion and told how it had come to him in 
the night. 

I. mean to follow it out, too," he said; 
“If the Council does_not make the neces- 
‘sary ‘appropriation’ Friday mnignt, I shail 
summon half a dozen’ laborers Saturday 
morning and appoint them Inspectors, Then 
l’l] put the new inspectors to work cleaning 
out sewers. I will have to pay them §$%o 
a month, instead of $60, but the work must 
be done. 

“If there should be 
would result thousandg of dollars of dam- 
age to property which*the city would have 
to make good. For instance, the sewer at 
Seventh and Olive sts. fs now closed. up. 
Suppose there were a heavy rain and the 
basement of the Union Trust Company's 
establishment where the vaults are located 
should be flooded. One hundred thousand 
dollars would not cover the damage. ‘The 
city would have to pay it. ‘ 

‘There is a sewer at Second and Market 
sts. which is filled with gas from the gas 
mains. It is in euch a condition that it 
cannot be repaired, All we know is that 
gas is escaping from the manhole. It would 
be certain death for a man to enter through 
the opening and there is ao money to make 
an excavation. An explosion is not an im- 
possibility. That might mean a loss of life 
and damage to property. 

“There are 29 laborers In my department 
who have not been paid for January and 
have been out of work since Feb 1. The 
blame rests on such etatesmen as Kratz 
and Brinkmeyer. Of course they've got a 
right to hold up an appropriation, but 
be fe working a great hardship to the 
city.”

NEW YORK. Feb. 17.—‘‘There are _ in- 
creasing indications that we are at last on 
the track of the person who caused the 
deaths of Henry C. Barnet and Mrs. Kate 
Adams by means of po'‘son sent by mail.” 
This was the remark of one of the officials 
conducting the inquest this morning. 

Developments in the inquest have led 
away from the theory of the past month, 
and seem to point strongly to the sugges- 
tion that the poison never was meant for 
Harry Corn‘sh, but that it reached its des- 
tination when it was taken to the Adams 


house. : 
All theories have been predicated on the 


supposition that the poison was meant for 
Cornish, and, with this rashly accepted, 
all the energies of the official set were bent 
toward fastening the crime on some one 
who had a grudge against Cornish, either 
because of personal hostility or because of 
a desire to be rid of him, and, through 
him, of some dangerous or shameful know!- 
edge which he possessed. 

here are some things which suggest, 
with great force, that the article sent Cor- 
nish never was intended for him. 

With all the elaborate preparation which 
the poisoner must have made for the crime 
intended, it scarce seems probable that if 
he meant Cornish to be the victim he would 
have sent him what professed to be a med- 
fcine which Cornish never used and in- 
closed with it an article which all who saw 
it assumed to be a pretty bottle holder that 
might be serviceable on a woman's table. 

From present developments it is plain 
that the police, in searching for a motive 
for the killing of Cornish, have been pro- 
ceeding on false premises and that they 
will be obliged to cut off their pursuit and 
devote themselves to an inquiry as to what

The City of St. Louis has lost thousands 
of dollars annually through License Com- 
missioner Kalbfell’s office since it was 
created. This discovery has been made by 
the Major Committee, which is one of the 
reasons for the Committee’s intention to 
recommend that the office be abolished. 

Figures showing the losses will be given 
out by the committee at the conclusion of 
the investigation of the office. The amount 
as now estimated from the facts and 


figures secured thus far, would make a 
handsome addition to the city’s income. 
The calculation is based on the testimony 
of 14 witnesses whose stock of merchan- 
dise runs above $10,000 in each case. Rec- 
ords of Kalbfell’s office showing the 
amount of license tax these men pay, com- 
pared with what the law requires them to 
pay, as ascertained through other sources, 
demonstrates the percentage of their tax 
obligations which they evade. , 

It is about the same in all cases. With 
the prime factor at hand it was an easy 
matter for the committee to closely = 
proximate the annual loss through the li- 
cense office. 

Th's total has been divided so as to show 
the loss to the State, to the city d to 
the schools. It was the intention Friday 
morning to make these figures public at 
once. That determination was reconsidered 
later and it was conciuded to withhold 
them until the investigation of the license 
Office ghas been closed. 


H. H. Philper, the member of the Board 
of Engineers whom three witnesses charged 
with having accepted money for engineers’ 
licenses, had a conference with Mayor 
Ziegenhein Friday morning.

It is a most extraordinary fact that since 
the beginning of the present republic of 
France, with the exception of the first 
term of President Grevy, not a single 
President has completed his term of office 
in a normal manner. Even. Grevy resigned 
in the middle of his second term because of 
the scandalous proceedings of his son-in- 
law, Wilson. Up to almost his last mo- 
ments Faure conducted the business of 
State and even this week among pictures 
shown by a so-called American biograph at 
the Palace Theater, was a series exhibiting 
him shooting phesants recently at Fon- 
tainebleau. 

In the present extraordinary confused and 
volcanic situation of France it is impos- 
sible to forecast the course of events. 

Every act of Dupuy has been taken with 
a view to forward his own candidacy for 
the Presidency. It was he, who, after 
being bitterly disappointed that Casimir 
Perier, who was elected instead of himself, 
made office impossible to the former, and 
everybody in Paris believes that he sanc- 
tioned the prosecution of Urbain Gohier for 
his book attacking the army, in the belief 
that the course of prosecution would show 
Faure was so compromised over the Mada- 
gascar campaign that his resignation would 
be inevitable or certainly his re-election im- 
possible. 

Under these circumstances it is certain 

that he will make most desperate efforts to 
secure the Presidential succession. More- 
over he, as Minister of the Interior has 
control of all public money and every pre- 
fect—in fact, the whole civil service—is at 
his disposal. 
If for any reason Dupuy should be im- 
possible it is most likely that the candidate 
will be Paul. Deschenel, a young, ambitious 
and very able politician who is President 
of the Chamber and several of whose Tre- 
cent utterances seemed to suggest his in- 
= of becoming a Presidential candi- 
ate. 

It is also possible that one of the two 
rival pretenders—Prince Victor Napoleon 
or the Duke of Orleans—may seize the

“As a matter of fact, from the first there 
was no hope. Ataxy supervened almost 
immediately and was followed by paralysis 
of the left side. Finally the patient fell 
into absolute coma and died at 10:30. He 
was unable to speak during his last mo- 


ments. 

“To sum up, it was a sudden attack and 
from the first all efforte were useless. The 
President did not experience any premoni- 
tery symptom. He vid not cause alarm, 
te) ite, which could nh se :

THE DEAD PRESIDENT. 


Francis Felix Faure, like nearly évery 
other man of prominence in France, had 
been a soldier as well as politician. He 
served in the Franco-Prussian war as the 
commander of a battalion of volunteers. 
He was invested with the Legion of Honor 
for his distinguished services in the field. 
M. Faure received the Chevalier’s. ribbon 
in recognition of the courage he displayed, 
in 1871, in equipping and ope the Havre 
firemen against the conflagrations kindled 
in that city by the communards. 

M. Faure was over forty before ‘he en- 
tered political life. In August, 1881, he was 
returned, as a Republican, for the third 
electoral district of Havre, against M. 
Vaillant du Douwet, the monarchist candi- 
date, and since then has been regularly 
elected to the chamber. . 

M. Faure was one of Gambetta’s men, for 
when that statesman formed his adminis- 
tration in 1881 he appointed the new Hayre 
deputy under secretary of state in the 
freshly established <a aged | of commerce 
and the colonies This office he quitted 
when the rest of the cabinet went out the 
following January, but during the short 
time he held it he displayed a special 
knowledge of the commercial questions, es- 
pecially those relating to marine and for- 
éign trade, which procured hjs appointment 
to the same post in M. Ferry’s last cabinet 
in 1883, and again in M. Tirard’s first short- 
lived administration in 1888. M. Faure fre- 
quently spoke in the chamber on colonial 
and merine queetions, and came to be re- 
garded as a authority upon them. The 

rominent and useful part which he took 

n the labors of the extra parliamentary 
committee on naval affairs marked m 
out for promotion, and when M. Dupuy 
formed his cabinet upon M. Casimir-Perier s 
resignation of the premiership, M. Faure 
succeeded Admiral fevre as minister of 
marine. 

M. Faure accompanied Gambetta in b® 
journey through Normandy, and he has 
traveled extensively in the East, where he 
made some scientific explorations at his 
own expense, 

Personally he was handsome and _ tall, 
with a figure and carriage which, despite 
his years, would do credit to a young offi 
cer of the Guides. In well-dressed France 
he has won the reputation of being an ex- 
ceptionally well-dressed man—a personal 
detail not without its wide significance, 
seeing that some of his radical critics. have 
found his spotless linen and patent-leather 
boots a stumbling block and an offense. H 
was well-known and very popular In Parisi- 
an society, and distinguished alfke for the 
courtesy and polish of his manners. 

Faure was the sixth President of the 
Third Republic of France. He was born 
Jan. 20, 1841, in Paris, and was the son of 
a cabinet maker. He was edticated at a 
private commercial school, and was then 
sent to England for two years to le the 
language and to become acquainted with 
English methods of business. On his return 
to nee he went to Ambois and mastered 
the business of a currier. When quite young 
he married the daughter of M. Belluot, an 
attorney at Ambois. Almost immediately 
afterward he settied at Havre. 

Emily Crawford, Paris correspondent of 
the Associated Press, says of Faure’s char- 
acteristics: 

“M. Faure went privately and unexpect- 
edly last week to the opera. Notwith- 
standing the surprise caused by his visit, 
the director’s staff rushed out to receive 
him. M. Faure’s aid-de-camp, as the 
ident advanced toward the stairs, made a 
sign that the attendants were to fall back 
a considerable distance to mark their re- 
spect. He had received a few days before 
a@ letter from the Czar, and had not yet do- 
seended from the high sphere.

in the Hiring cf Legislative Em- 
ployes Has Aroused General 
Complaint and Censure. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, M@., Feb. 17.—The 
enrollment of the only two bills enacted 
into law by this Legislature has cost the 
people of the State §7131 for enrollment 
alone, exclusive of the cost of engross- 
ment, which was $8543. 

This is another phase of the clerical force 
scandal. One third, or to be exact, 42 days 
of the session have passed, and only two 


b‘lls have been enrolled. They were en- 
rolled during this week. The enrollment 
forces of the House and Senate have been 
on the payroll since the session began, 
and until this week they had absolutely 
no work to do, yet they have cost the 
State in salaries $7131. There are 30 members 
of the House enrolling force and 18 on the 
Senate force. 

There are 38 members of the engrossing 
force of the Senate and ® members of the 
Senate force. The House force has en- 
grossed. 49 bills at a cost of $5603. All this 
work of engrossment has been done in the 
last two weeks. For a full month after the 
Legislature met no bills were engrossed, yet 
these employes in the House, including the 
Engrossing Clerk and a janitor and eight 
others in the Senate, were carried on the 
payrolls, drawing $3.50 a day, or a total for 
the six weeks of $8543. 

Those who have seen the engrossed bills 
declare that some of the handwriting in 
them is far below the average. 

Representative George 8S. Chilton of 
Shannon County, who was a member of the 
Legislature which met in 1873, says that 
during that session all the engrossing of 
bills for the House was done by one man, 
John Dutchmundy, and that all the bills 
were enrolled by one man, John Butler of 
Scotland County, now a judge. In addition 
to his duties as engrossing clerk, Dutch- 
mundy served as clerk of a committee. 
Forty-one men are now required to fill his 
place. 

Mr. Chilton recalls, too, that at that 
time the chief clerk did all the reading, 
and there were no reading clerks. There 
are now three clerks in the House, That 
a reading clerk is not needed in the Senate 
is shown by the fact that the Secretary, 
Cornelius Roach, reads nearly every doct- 
ment before the Senate. 

This clerical force scandal has assumed 
State-wide importance. The exposure made 
by the Post-Dispatch and the telltale fig- 
ures showing the degree of extravagance 
of which the Legislature has been guilty, 
have reached the people, and the members 
are hearing from them. The Governor has 
denounced it. Yet the members find them- 
selves between two fires. They have saddled 
themselves with the load and they don’t 
know how to get rid of it. There isn’t a 
member that doesn’t admit that a mistake 
was made in employing such a large force 
at the beginning, but having done so, and 
having brought the employes here with the 
understanding that the employment was to 
last through the session, few of them have 
the courage to vote to send any of them 
home. Each one fears that he would there- 
by make unrelenting enemies of the men 
discharged and their friends, and thereby 
endanger his political future. They don’t 
know which horn of the dilemma offers the 
best of a bad bargain, whether to brave 
it out to the end and waste the public 
money, or reduce the force and take the 
consequences of the innumerable petty po- 
saerons feuds that would result from such 
action.

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‘€0 FAR THE NATION HAS ONLY 
DONE WHAT WAS FORCED. 


McKinley’s Speech in Boston, Review- 
ing the Results of the War and 
Defending the Course Pur- 
sued by Administration. 


BOSTON, Feb. 17.—President McKin- 
ley outlined his policy in respect to 
the future government of the Philippines, 
in his speech before the Home Market 
Club last night, in so far as he has a policy 
on this question. His declaration that he 
will continue a military government there 
until such time as Congress decides whet 
shall ‘be done with the islands was the 
meat of his whole address, 

The President said: 

“The Philippines, like Cuba and Porto 
Rico, were intrusted to our hands by the 
war and to that great trust, under the 
providence of God and in the name of hu- 
man progress and civilization, we are com- 


mitted. Itis a trust we have not sought; 
it is not a trust from which we will flinch. 
The American people will hold up the 
hands of their servants at home to whom 
they commit its execution, while Dewey 
and Otis and the brave men whom they 
command will have the support of the 
country in upholding our flag where it now 
floats, the symbol and assurance of liberty 
and justice. 

‘What nation was ever able to write an 
accurate programme of the wer upon 
which it was entering, much less decree 
in advance the scope of its results? Con- 
gress can declare war, but a higher power 
decrees its bounds and fixes its relations 
and responsibilities. The President can 
direct the movements of the soldiers on the 
field and fleets upon the sea, but he can 
net foresee the close of such movements or 
prescribe their limits. He can not anticipate 
or avoid the consequences, but he must 
meet them. No accurate map of nations 
engaged in war can be traced until the war 
is over, nor can the measure of responsi- 
bility be fixed till the last gun is fired and 
the verdict embodied in the stipulations of 
peace. 

“We hear no complaint of the relations 
created by the war between this govern- 
ment and the Islands of Cuba and Porto 
Rico. There are some, however,-who regard 
the Philippines as in a different relation; 
but whatever variety of views there may be 
on this phase of the question there is uni- 
versal agreement that the Philippines shal] 
not be turned back to Spain. No true Amer- 
can Can consent to that. Evenif unwilling 
to accept them ourselves it would have been 
a weak evasion of manly ditty to require 
Spain to transfer them to some other power 
or powers, and thus shirk our own respon- 
sibility. Even if we had had, as we did not 
have, the power tv compel such a transfer, 
it could not have been made without the 
most serious international complications. 

‘Such a course could not be thought of. 
And yet, had we refused to accept the ces- 
sion of them, we should have had no power 
over them, even for their own good. We 
could not discharge the responsibilities 
upon us until these islands became ours, 
either by conquest or treaty. There was 
but one alternative, and that was either 
Spain or the United States in the Philip- 
pines. The other suggestions, first, that 
they should be tossed into the arena for the 
strife of nations; or second, be lost to the 
anarchy and chaos of no protectorate at 
all, were too shameful to be considered. 
The treaty gave them to the United States. 
Could we have required less and done our 
duty? Could we, after freeing the Fili- 

inos from the domination of Spain, have 
eft them without government and with- 
out power to protect life and property or 
to perform the international obligations es- 
sential to an independent state? Could we 
have left them in a state of anarchy and 
justified ourselves in our own consciences 
or before the tribunal of mankind? Could 
we have done that in the sight of God and 
man? 

“Our concern wae not for territory, or 
trade, or empire, but for the people whose 
interests and destiny, without our willing 
it, had been put in our hands. It was with 
this feeling that from the first day to the 
last not one word or line went from the 
executive in Washington to our military 
and naval commanders at Manila or to our 
peace commissioners at Paris that did not 
put as the sole purpose to be kept in mind 
firet after the success of our arms and the 
maintenance of our own honor, the welfare 
and happiness and the rights of the inhab- 
itants of the Philippine Islands. Did we 
peed their consent to perform a great act 
for humanity? We had it in every aspira- 
tion of their minds, in every hope of their 
hearts. Was it necessary to ask their con- 
sent to capture Manila, the capital of their 
islands? id we ask their consent to Iib- 
erate them from Spanish sovereignty or to 
enter Manila Bay and destroy the Spanish 
sea power there? We did not ask these: 
we were obeying a higher moral obligation 
which rested om us, and which did not re- 
quire anybody's consent. We were doing 
our duty by them, as God gave us the light 
to see our duty, with the consent of our 
own consciences, and with the approval of 
civilization. Every present obligation has 
been met and fulfilled in the expulsion of 
Spanish sovereignty from their islands. and 
while the war that destroyed it was in 
progress we could not ask their views. Nor 
can we now ask their consent. 

“Indeed, can any one tell me in what 
form it could be marshaled and ascertained 
until peace and order, so necessary to reign 
of reason, shall be secured and established” 
A reign of terror is not the kind of rule 
under which right action and deliberate 
judgment are possibie. It is not a good time 
for the liberator to submit important ques- 
tions concerning liberty and government to 
the Hberated while they are engaged in 
shooting down their rescuers. 

We have now ended the war with Spain. 
The treaty has been ratified by more than

The prophet of 
evil would do nothing, because be flinches 
at sacrifice and effort, and to do nothing is 
easiest and involves the least cost. On 
those who have things to’do there rests a 
responsibility which is not on those who 
have no obligations as.doers. If the doubt- 
ers were in the majority there would, it is 
true, be no labor, no sacrifice, no anxiety 
and. no burden raised or carried; no. con- 
tribution from our ease and purse and com- 
fort to the welfare of,others, or even to the 
extension of our resources to the welfare of 
ourselves. There would be ease, but, alas 
there would be nothing done. ; 

“But grave problems come in the life 
of a nation, however much men may seek 
to avoid them. They come without our 
seeking, why we do not know, and it is 
not always given us to know; but the gen- 
eration on wWhich they are forced cannot 
avoid the responsibility of honestly striv- 
ing for their solution. We may not know 
precisely how to solve them, but we can 
make an honest effort to that end and if 
made in conscience, justice and honor, it 
will not be in vain. 

“The future of the Philippine Islands 
is now in the hands of the American peo- 
ple. Until the treaty was ratified or re- 
jected the Executive Department of this 
Government could only preserve the peace 
and protect life and property. That treaty 
now commits the free and enfranchised 
Filipinos to the guiding hand and the lib- 
eralizing influences, the generous sympa~- 
thies, the uplifting education, not of their 
American masters but of their emancipa- 
tors. No one can tell to-day what is 
best for them or for us. I Know no one 
at this hour who is wise enough or suf- 
ficiently informed to determine what form 
of guvernment will best eubserve their in- 
terests and our interests, their and our 
well-being. 

“If we knew everything by intuition— 
and I sometimes think there are those who 
believe that if we do not they do—we 
should not need information; but. unfortu- 
nately, most of us are not in that happy 
state The whole subject is now with 
Congress and Congress is the voice, the 
conscience and the judgment of the Ameri- 
can people. Upon their judgment and con- 
gaeience can we not rely? I believe | in 
them: I trust them. I know of no better 
or safer human tribunal] than the people. 


“tntil Congress shall direct otherwise, it

ADMINISTRATION DECIDES 
TO BE AGGRESSIVE. 


Otis’ Troops Holding the Lines About 
Manila Suffer More From Heat 
Than They Do From Fil- 
ipino Bullets. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—~The Adminis- 
tration hag determined rapidly to extend 
the jurisdiction of the United States over 
the whole Philippine group, acting on the 
theory that delay in this case is danger- 
ous and that anarchy and a gencral pa- 
ralysis of such interests as the islands 
support will be brought about through a 
failure promptly to replace the Spanish 
sovereignty over the islands by that of 
the United States. This decision involves 
the necessity of a naval campaign and 
this will be instituted as soon as Admiral 
Dewey receives the reinforcements in the 
shape of gunboats, now on the way to 
Manila. Every port in the Philippines must 
fly the United States flag.

PRESENCE. 


TRAGEDY AT THE POORHOUSE. 


Mrs. Mary Hildrum Greeted Her Son 


Joyfully, Then Jumped From 
a High Porch. 


Mrs. Mary Hildrum, who threw herself 
over a balustrade into an open court at 
the City Poorhouse on the afternoon of 
Feb. 6, @ed of her injuries Thursday 
morning. 

Not unt!l several hours after her death 
were the facts reported to the authorities. 

Coroner Lloyd ordered an immediate in- 
vestigation. 

The tardiness of the Poorhouse officials in 
reporting the case lent an air of mystery 
to the tragedy. Supt. Oberbeck explains 
the delay by saying that it is not cus- 
tomary at the Poorhouse to notify the 
police of accidents or attempted suicides, 
unless they result fatally. Why this rule 
should exist at the Poorhouse and in no 
other public institution of St. Louis is not 
quite clear. 

“I don’t see any particular reason,” said 
Mr. Oberbeck, “‘why we should report af- 
fairs of this kind to the police. It has 
not been done in the past, not because 
we desired to suppress anything, put for 
the simple reason that events out here, 
- nen the persons involved are considered, 
_re of no general interest to the public. 

“Our future course in this matter is un- 
determined, but I guess if it is insisted 
upon we shall report all incidents of un- 
usual nature.’ 

Mrs. Hildrum made her fatal leap in the 
resence of her son, William, It wae vis- 
tors’ day at the Poorhouse and William 
had called to gee his mother. He was di-| 
rected to the paupers’ ward. The old 
woman was sewing an apron as he 
tered. She threw her arms around 
fiam’s neck and wept as he kissed her. 

“Oh, darling!"’ she said, “ It seems 60 long 
since mamma has seen you.’ 

There were probably a score of inmates 
in the ro Some of them gave vent 
to the'r sympathies for the mother and 
her gon by crying, too. Suddenly they 
saw Mrs. Hildrum rise from her chair and 
dart across the apartment at full speed. 
She was making for the door. 

‘“‘Mother!’’ Mother! Where are you g0- 
ing?” called William, who followed closely 
after her. She opened the door hurriedly 
and shut it behind her as she stepped out 
on the porch. The boy pulled on the door- 
knob with all his ree but the door re- 
fused to open. The old woman was hold- 

it on the other side. Suddenly she 
Teleased it, ran to the railing and threw 
herself over. 

She was found on the stone pavement | 
|oOf the areaway 6 feet below. Her fall. 
' Was broken by an iron cross-beam mid- | 
way between the basement and the porch. | 
She landed on ‘a bundle of clothes. But | 
for this, death would have been instan- 
taneous. The body was terribly cut and 
bruised and she was internally injured, but 
Dr. Farrar, the house physician, thought 
she might recover. 

‘Mrs. ildrum was 56 years old. Her son 
William and a daughter live at 719 8. Sec- 
ond st. For some time Mrs. Hildrum had 


ferred from the Poorhouse to the Female 
Hospital several weeks ago. 

Among those who witnessed the tragedy 
were Mrs. Bridget O’Donnell and Johanna 
Sheehan. Both state that Mrs. Hildrum 
ared greatly worried for several 
days. here was something in her ac- 
tions as she spoke to her son, they say, | 
that would indicate that she contemplated | 
suicide. Young Hildrum said she gave not 
the slightest intimation of her purpose.

HEAVENLY TICKETS FURNISHED 
THE DEAD CELESTIAL. 


Peculiar Processes by Which the Soul 
of the Murderous Suicide Will 
Reach the Chinese 
Nirvana. 


Slant-eyed denizens of the Chinese quar-' 
ter, known as Hop Alley, are laboring 
under a strain of intense excitement which, 
with the Chinaman’s’ usual self-control, 
they are trying their best to conceal. 

The casual visitor to the district between 
Market and Walnut sts. and Seventh and 
Ninth sts. cannot but note that something 
unusual is under way. 

There is more than the wonted mystery 
in the movements of the Celestials. They 
are preparing for a ‘feast of the dead.’’ 

For 30 days the purple of morning will 
be worn by the relatives and ‘‘company * 
cousins’’ of Jeu Jung. 

For 27 months he will bé remembered in 
the sacrifice before many a joss in the 
stuffy Httle quarters of the St. Louis Cht- 
namen. 


be questioned has not been lost sight of. 
Clutched in his émactated, long-fingered 
hand as he Hes in his coffin is a packet of 
tickets, each bearing a different, queer de- 
sign. These tickets will see him safely 
eens all of the departments of the Chi- 
nese heaven. They are supposed to cover 
all of the joys of lite. There is a “‘fishing 
ticket,”” a “hunting ticket,"’ an “eating 
ticket,’ and “drinking ticket,.”’ and 60 on 
through the gamut of heavenly joys. The 
design on each bit of cardboard typifies the 
particular joy which it is designed to .

Jeu Mong, a laundryman at Eleventh and 
Locust st., is the dead man’s only blood 
relative in St. Louis.

If it was he who made the arrangements 
for Jeu Jung’s funeral, he did so by proxy, 
for he has not appeared in the transaction. 
An air of mystery has surrounded the prep: 
arations. Mysterious Chinamen, who said 
they were members of Jeu’s “company, 
paid the undertaker’s bill in advance. 

Others have called to take a last look 
at him as he lies in state. They have con-

Early Saturday morning Jeu Mong, or 
some one designated by him as his deputy 
mourner, will walk down to the levee to 
“buy water’ to wash the dead man’s face. 
He will carry a bowl containing a live gold 
fish. Arrived at the river front he will seek 
a place where the river is ongn below the 
bridge. He will throw the fish into the river 
as a messenger to announce to the river god 
that he desires water with which to wash 
Jeu’s face. After waiting awhile he will 
throw into the water four pieces of copper 
money. Then he will fill his bowl with 
water and journey back to the under- 
taker’s rooms where other mourners will 
await him. The water having been used 
for its intended purpose, the priest will 
place in the coffin a small pot of rice anda 
quantity of tea. Then the coffin will be 
closed and the journey to the cemetery 
will begin. 

The mourner, or his delegate, will sit on 
the seat of the front carriage scattering 
Chinese money along the route. This is to 
appease the hunger of unfortunate spirits 
who may assemble.to witness the proces- 
sion. At the side of the mourner will sit 
another Chinaman carrying a long white 
streamer called the “soul cloth.” 

The carriage immediately following the 
hearse will be laden with cooked provis- 
ions including rice, pots of tea, roast pigs 
and roast ducks, 

At the grave the soul cloth will be burned. 
As the coffin is lowered the mourners will 
prostrate themselves and the priest will 
chant weirdly. The provisions will be 
lowered after the coffin. The Chinese 
grave digger will fill the narrow tenement 
and Jeu Jung, convicted murderer and sui- 
cide, will go forward toward the gates of 
heaven where. if he is lucky, his garb ofa 
mandarin will assure hi ma big ovation.

Mix with 
this powder a teaspoonful of ground mus- 
tard, a tablespoonful of olive oil, some pep- 
per and t. When well mixed, add half 
a teacup cream and half a teacup of 
strong vinegar. Mix thoroughly and pour 
over the diced celery.

Potato cascerole—To a quart of seasoned 
mashed potatoes add the yolks of six eggs. 
Stir it over the fire to dry it well, then 
mold into a cup-shaped form. brush it 
over with the yolk of an egg and place it 
in the oven to brown. F'll the center with 
finely chopped meat. This gives a delicious 
flavor. 

Potato chowder—Pare and cut six good 
sized potatoes into dice and chop one onion 
very fine. Cut one-quarter pound of ham 
into small pieces. Put the ham and onions 
into a frying pan and fry unt!] of a light 
brown. Now put a layer of potatoes in the 
bottom of a sauce-pan, then a sprinkling of 
ham and onion, one tableapocntal of chop- 
ped Enretey. salt and pepper to taste, then 
another layer of ham and onion, and so on 
until all is used. Add one pint of water, 
cover closely and simmer for 2 minutes, 
then add one pint of milk. Rub one table- 
spoonful of butter and one tablespoonful of 
flour together, add to the boiling chowder 
and stir carefully until {t thickens.

RESOLUTION FOR CHANGE OF 
CAPITAL WILL BE INTRODUCED. 


HOTELS ARE THE MAIN SORE. 


Keepers of Jefferson City Inns, How- 
ever, Say They Have No Encour- 
agement Toward Better Things. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JBPFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 17.—Capi- 
tal removal sentiment rapidly crystallized 
yesterday and this morning a member of 
the House who has attended several con- 
ferences upon the subject told your cor- 
respondent that a resolution would be in- 
troduced early next week. 

The hotel proprietors of Jefferson woes | 
and many of ite people do not take wit 

grace any publication about a move- 
ment to change the seat of Government. 
They admit that the friends of removal 
state facts about the hotel accommoda- 
tions offered by the town, but they have 
a defense which does not reflect credit on 
the members of the Legislature. 
“The members of the Legislature don't 
deserve a good hotel,”’ said one of the 
hotel men. ‘They wouldn't support one 
if it was here. The majority of them are 
cheap men. They are looking for board 
and lodging at from $1.50 to 4 a week. 
One of the heads of a House department 
came to me the other day and asked where 
he could get nice board and lodging. He 
said he didn’t wamt anything cheap and 
would be willing to pay from $3.50 to #4 
a week. That is a fair sample. e of 
the members board and lodge away out in 
the country, two miles from’ the Capitol. 
They probably pay $2 a week and they 
carry their midday meal with them every 
day. Another member, a Senator, I un- 
derstand, has his wife on the clerical force 
and she is running a lodging house be- 
sides. Not more than 2 members live at 
hotels. I say that the members have no 
ground to complain of the hotel] accommo- 
dations, when they wouldn't pay board at 
a modern hotel. It wouldn't pay to put 
up a modern steam-heated hotel in this 
town.”’ 

Some of the members reply to this that 
Mexico, which is not so large as Jefferson 
City and is not visited by nearly so many 
transients, supports a modern steam-heated 
hotel. It is contended even by some reé:- 
dents of Jefferson City that a hotel of that 
character would pay well here, because of 
the large number of persons who visit the 
capital on business with the Supreme Court 
and the State departments. 

The members resent the intimation that 
they are cheap men, and assert that many 
of their number do not patronize'the hotels 
because the accommodations are s0 de- 
ficient. 

Those members who do stop at the hotels 
are making loud compla nts. They say that 
if the weather is cold it is almost imposs:- 
ble to keep warm because the rooms are 
warmed by wood stoves. They ey they 
ean’t get hot water at any hour of the day 
or night without giving an order long be- 
forehand, and that not a hotel in the town 
is provided with a bathroom that deserves 

he name. 

- hmetnen charge is that the table fare Is 
not what it should be in a town of the size 


Guests at the various hotels declare that it 
is extremely difficult to get meals served 
in appetizing style and that meats are sel- 
dom hot or tender. 

Even those members and visitors who 
drink seem to have a complaint, as they 
say ittis impossible to get a drop of really 
good fiquor in the town. One member of 
the Senate carried his indignation so far as 
to suggest, when he heard that Nuttall 
was to be fined 10 days in jail, that a more 
severe punishment would a sentence of 
10 days at a Jefferson City hotel. 

It is ard to say where the feud between 
the members and the hotel proprietors will 
end.

HEALTH IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Startling Results of Examinations 
Made by Physicians of the City 
Hospital Alumni, 


The Investigating Committee of the City 
Hospital Alumni, appointed to make an 
experiment in inspecting pupils of the pub- 
lic schools of St. Louis, reported Thurs- 
day evening the result of eleven weeks’ 
work by its physicians. 

The schools selécted for the experiment 
were those immediately north of Washing- 
ton av.—Carr, Lane, Crow, Dozier, Frank- 
lin, Riddick, Shields, Stoddard, Washing- 
ton and Dumas. Two physicians were as- 
signed to each school and they alternated 
in visiting it every week. very pupil 
who complained of the slightest indisposi- 
tion was examined and, when there were 
symptoms of throat disease, cultures were 
taken. Recommendations we made in 
every case and followed. The result, the 
committee said, was a general improvement 
in the health of the pupils and the char- 
acter of their work. 

The seystematic examination disclosed 
1601 diseases, 176 of which were infectious. 
There were 787 cases of throat trouble 
which, if treatment had not been recom- 
mended, might have developed into diph- 
theria. There were 382 cases of weak eyes,
